The fllcklcss movie is here, accord-
ing to Samuel Bardy. a Philadelphia
Inventor, who claims to have perfect-
ed a projection machine that throws
a picture upon the
screen.

If this Is so, the greatest physical
handicap of the motion picture has
been overcome. Although the present
type of projecting machine, has bex a
brought to high efficiency, motion
pit tures task the eyes because ihe im-
ages upon the screen are not shown
In continuous motion. This Is dem-
onstrated by slowing down the rat of
projection.

Hardy asserts that with his machine
projection can be slowed down until
only three pictures a second pass th'
aperture without projected Images
Inslng continuous motion on the
screen

Light Is continuously projected
through the film. The film Is contin-
uously in motion nrdlnnrtly this
would produce Just a streak across
the screen.

In Rardy's machine BO lenses are In-

terposed ln the rim of the wheel that
moves ln unison with the revolving
film.

Tlieee are so placed and so ground'
that they deflect the ravs of light
and thus the figure on the screen Is
prevented from moving with the re-

volving film.
The result Is obtained through th

reflecting power of the lenso. ther
being at all times a constant picture

on the screen, the effect of motion
'being gained by one picture dissolv-
ing Into another.

This differs from the present meth-
od or projection which produces the
effect of motion by showing succes-
sive pictures on the screen with such
rapidity that the Images appear to he
moving In one picture.
